A recent i;uivat,s of every 
player of note showed that forty-nine 
out of every fifty owned shotguns— 
some of the players being the owners 
ot more than one gun, while several 
had equipments, ot live guns and 011,6 
boasted of saven guns. Further, all 
claimed that shooting was their fa- 
vorite sport. 


As to the fans, a monthly sporting 


magazine, devoted 
largely to base 


ball, found that more than 70 per cent 
of its readers owned shotguns, and a 
weekly publication In the same field 
stated that 87 per con! of its readers, 
111 response to inquiry, had reported 
the ownership of guns. 


While it Is not claimed that every 


gun owner Is a trapshooter, it is 
nevertheless true that all are inter- 
ested in trapshpoting 
from a very 


personal standpoint because of famil- 
iarity with tic shotgun, the principal 
accessory ot the sport. 


Getting back to the Question: "^VTiat 


is the national sport?" the claim of 
base ball to tills distinction is chal- 
lenged by trapshooting, for, as an 
Englishman pat vit: "You Americans 
dou't play base ball: you watch it be- 
ing played." 


The Britisher ,was right, for base 


ball, in anything like perfect form, is 
played by comparatively tew men. Of 
course there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of boys who play base ball, but 
the type of base ball played by Young 
America must be classed with chil- 
dren's games. 
The number playing 


cannot iuirly be added to the total in 
determining 
"the 
national 
sport" 


using adult players, instead of spec- 
tators, as the basis of determination 
of "what is the national sport?" 


The 
most reliable figures on the 


number of trapshooters show some- 
thing more than half a million men. 
members of or shooting more or less 
regularly at 4000 trapshooting clubs. 


Pennsylvania leads in 'the number 


of clubs — about ,!!>0. Wilmington lias 
the honor of inning the largest wo- 
men's club, the 
Nemours, and the 


largest men's dub, the DuPont. 


Due to the tact that trapshooting 


is an amateur sport, absolutely relia- 
ble figures as to the 'actual number of 
shooters are difficult to obtain; these 
quoted arc considered 
coSgscrvative. 


The matter !ms been further compli- 
cated by the introduction of the hand 
trap — "the portable gun club"— thou- 
sands ot which are being sold and 
used 
privately 
on estates, 
farms, 


marshes and other places where suf- 
ficient space is available. Every one 
of these hand traps means the mak- 
ing of ten or more trapshooters, and 
while a considerable percentage of 
those who ha\e become followers of 
"the sport alluring," via the hand-traj1 
route, will join 
trapshooting clubs, 


others will confine their shooting to 
"home grounds." This is particularly 
true in the case ot women. 


No other eudonce of the national 


character of trapshootintc 
and 
its 


right to ilalm the designation of "the 
national sport" should be necessary 
than the Grand American Handicap. 
This meet, with entry lists of more 
than five hundred shooters, can well 
claim the title of the greatest sport- 
ing e\ent, for vhat other sport can 
sho* an\ tiling like an equal number 
of "players?"
